— With a rumbling, vibrating 
crash, a massive ice house atop 
a big meat packing plant plunged 
seven stories Tuesday, killing five 
men and unleashing a cloud of 
searing ammonia gas. 


At least 15 other men were in- 
jured, and there was a possibility 
more dead were buried in the 
debris. 


SEVERAL ARE FREED 


Rescue workers, masked against 
the choking ammonia fumes, 
freed several who were trapped 
in the Wilson & Co. building. 

Dead were Paul D. Ferrell, 25; 
Ronnie Porter, 30; Santos S. Mi- 
randa, 61; Harmon Simmons, 27; 
and Reuben McDowell. 


Officials said they were fairly 
certain two of three men listed as 
missing were buried in the wreck- 
age. They identified these as 
Claude Wilkinson and James Mc- 
Intosh. A third man unaccounted 
for is Von O'Neil.

Tibetans to

KALIMPONG, India (UPI) — 
Tibetans using captured Commu- 
nist arms have resumed battling 
Chinese Red forces in hand-to- 
hand combat in the sacred capi- 
tal of Lhasa, reports received in 
the border city of Kalimpong 
said Tuesday. 

More than 13,000 Buddhist 
monks were said to have rushed 
to the aid of the embattled Ti- 
betan tribesmen. Casualties were 
said to number in the hundreds, 
possibly thousands. 


First details of the extent of the 
damage and the scope of the re- 
bellion were trickling over the al- 
most-sealed border into Kalim- 
pong. The two big monasteries of 
Sera and Dropang were reported 
badly damaged by Chinese Red 
fire. 

PALACE DAMAGED 


The Norbulingka summer pal- 
ace of the Dalai Lama, king and 
acknowledged reincarnation of 
Budha to devout Tibetans, was 
badly damaged also.

dren, Eddie, 5, and Gail, 3, were safe after a harrowing all-night 
search, set off by their father's suicide. 


A few minutes later, wan, hol- 
low-cheeked Mrs. Norton walked 
tiredly into the apartment from 
a trip to make arrangements for 
her husband’s funeral and the old 
word, heart-break, suddenly be- 
came a living, visible thing. 


The two-edged sword of grief 
and happiness had'shattered Helen 
Norton’s heart. 


Her eyes brimmed with tears 
of relief and gratitude that her 
two children were safe and with- 
in arm’s reach. And her mouth 
twisted with pain when she spoke 
of Max, the 29-year-old husband, 
with whom she had been alter- 
nately happy and miserable the 
seven years of their marriage. 


“IT love him, I still love him,” 
she admitted in a low voice. 
“We'd had trouble. We'd parted 
once before. But it didn’t change 
me. I kept loving him.” 


Relatives and friends said that 
Max Norton planned to kill 
Helen first and then himself Mon- 
day morning but was halted by 
the appearance of her brother, 
Franklin Lewis, at the door to the 
Blair Village apartment.

U.S. Births Soar 
To 352,000 for 
Month’s Record 


WASHINGTON (#—Births dur- 
ing January numbered about 352,- 
000 and set a record for any Jan- 
uary, the Public Health Service 
estimated Tuesday. 


It was the first month in more 
than a year in which births sig- 
nificantly exceeded those in the 
corresponding month of the pre- 
ceding year. 


While the 352,000 January births 
exceeded by 4,000, or 1.1 per cent, 
the births in January, 1958, the 
birth rate dropped to 23.7 per 
thousand from 23.8 because of the 
increase in total population during 
the year. 


Alaskan figures were included 
in the U.S. total for the first time 


in January.

U.S. Pigeyback Satellites 
To Be Fired This Year 


DAYTONA BEACH, Fila. (UPI)—The Navy plans 
to “piggyback” two 50-pound earth satellites into space 
this year in a project designed to revolutionize communi- 
cations and navigation, a top Navy official said Tuesday. 


Rear Adm. John T. Hayward, 
assistant chief of naval operations, | 
said the two experimental satel- 
lites would be the forerunners 
of six navigation and six commu- 
nications satellites of more ad- 
vanced design. 


Hayward disclosed plans for the 
new satellite project to reporters 
at the American Rocket Society's 
national flight testing conference. 


“We are trying to piggyback 
them into space with something,”’ 
Hayward said. He said that ‘‘we’ll 
use somebody else’s rocket,” but 
did not say whether he meant 
the Navy satellite would be 
launched with another project's 
artificial moon. 


Hayward said the six navigation 
satellites would enable ships at 
sea to get a more accurate fix on 
their position than they can with 
instruments now available. 


These moonlets would be of 
great value to yuclear subma- 
rines equipped with Polaris mis- 
siles. The submarines must have 
a highly accurate fix on their po- 
sition in the ocean to hit their 
targets, and Hayward said the 
satellites would provide fixes ac- 
curate within one-fourth of a mile. 


Hayward said the first Polaris 
launching from a ship is sched- 
uled for June. 


The Navy believes the commu- 
nications satellite system would 
provide reliable communications 
anywhere in the world, Hayward 
said. He said officials felt it 
would take at least six and pos- 
sibly more to cover the earth. 


Hayward said the experimental 
satellites would be fired into or- 
bits 400 to 600 miles above the 
earth. He gave no indication of 
what the useful life of the arti- 
ficial moons would be.

Go With Autonomy 


Now that tax raise talk is out in the 
open, Gov. Vandiver sticks to his guns 


-that no proposals for hikes will be made 


until he is sure the state is making the 


best use of what it is taking in in fi- 


nancing essential services. 


Georgia taxpayers will welcome his 
stand as they wholeheartedly have ap- 


‘proved his determination to clean up 
‘waste, inefficiency, graft and corruption. 


They remember all too well the previous 


“administration’s early gestures and lip 


service to economy which were followed 
by tremendous tax increases. 

It seemed evident at their meeting here 
Monday and Tuesday that Georgia’s coun- 
ty commissioners are building up pressures 
to ask the state for more money to under- 
write local programs, especially road 
building. This pressure has become so rou- 
tine that it’s no wonder the governor felt 
called upon to tell them that solvency of 
county governments now depends upon 
solvency of the state. 

But now they are making moves to 
shift more of their burdens to the state— 
if the taxpayers are willing to assume it 
at the expense of statewide taxation. This 
includes maintenance of roads paved under 
the Rural Roads Authority. 

As great exponents of local autonomy 
and local self-government, the commis- 
sioners’ attitude doesn’t add up. If the 
state must take over completely financ- 
ing of 159 separate local governments, it 
will stay broke. How long, then, can it 
go on? If the commissioners want to pre- 
serve 159 uneconomic units, they must 
assume some of the responsibility for 
keeping their governments in business. 

Why should the Vandiver administra- 
tion be saddled with sole responsibility 
for raising statewide taxes to finance 
additional local government functions? 
The state already is footing most of the 
bills for schools, for roads and other serv- 
ices. There is a limit to how far it can 
go. At hand, too, are the revelations of 
indiscriminate and wanton abuses in the 
rural-roads building program, especially 
in county contracts. 

How much of these additional taxes 
would the commissioners be willing to 
yield to cities who are extending them- 
selves to the limit to finance streets and 
other services without state aid? 

If the present political structure of 
the state is to survive, county officials 
must accept their local responsibilities 
without looking to the state for every- 
thing. While the state can and should 
help in all fields in which it has re- 
sponsibilities, it cannot carry more and 
more of the total load without eventual 
political revolt and upheaval. 

The governor is right in trying to 
hold the line within limits of the state’s 
economic capabilities and total needs.

How easy is it for prisoners to ob- 
tain dope at the Georgia State Prison at 
Reidsville? 

Relatively simple, according to an ad- 
dict and former inmate of the institution 
who was up for sentencing Monday in 
Judge Charles Wofford’s court after 
pleading guilty to two counts of violating 
the Dangerous Drug Act. 

State Board of Corrections Director 
Jack Forrester, of course, has a point in 
contending that criminals are prone to 
exaggerate. Be that as it may, certainly 
the statement of the officer who arrested 
the addict should carry considerable 
weight. 

The officer, Detective Berlyn Comp- 
ton, said it’s a known fact that dope is 
easier to get at the Reidsville prison 
than in the City of Atlanta. 


Such charges cannot be dismissed 
lightly. Certainly there should be a thor- 
ough investigation into the matter with 
a view to taking whatever remedial ac- 
tion is necessary. 


The question of dope traffic at the 
overcrowded prison, the well-known, ter- 
rible conditions at the Milledgeville State 
Hospital, the far too many escapes from 
county prison camps—all these add up 
to an ugly picture. 


A lot of fact-finding is in order fol- 
lowed by firm measures to correct all 
instances of laxity, wrongdoing, incompe- 
tence and mismanagement.

Berlin Crisis Serious, 
Warns Sen. Russell 


In the midst of a busy senatorial ses- 
sion, Sen. Richard B. Russell made a 
welcome trip back to Georgia yesterday 
to address the County Commissioners’ 
Assn. He talked of many things, problems 
of cities and rural areas, the task of pre- 
serving local government as a healthy 
entity and budget solvency. 


The senator warned his constituents, 
as well as all Americans, not to minimize 
the crisis at Berlin. If we surrender our 
positions in free Berlin, he declared, “we 
will have handed the Russians a near- 
decisive victory in the cold war and will 
have signaled our own demise as a great 
world power.” 


Sen. Russell as chairman of the Sen- 
ate Armed Services Committee, speaks 
with authority and his views are re- 
spected by Congress and the nation. He 
criticized the administration’s cutbacks 
in armed forces strength and the slow 
pace in developing missiles and nuclear- 
powered aircraft. He warned that no dol- 
lar tag could be placed on national se- 
curity. 

Certainly there is national unity on 
the question of no surrender to Commu- 
nist aggression. And as Sen. Russell 
fights to maintain the nation’s armed 
strength, he has the backing of the en- 
tire nation. All of us are deeply in his 
debt for his dedicated service in trying to 
keep the nation militarily strong in the 
face of heavy pressures to whittle away 
at the country’s defenses.

To Effect Improvements at State Hospital 


Milledgeville — Not only as a 
representative from Baldwin 
County, but as a Georgia citizen 
interested in the betterment of 
mentally ill patients of our state, 
I would like to commend you for 
the editorials you have recently 
carried. These editorials have 
been impartial concerning the 
controversy raging at Milledge- 
ville State Hospital. They have 
given the people of the State of 
Georgia a true picture of the 
neglect and lack of interest shown 
by most people when it comes 
to our mentally ill. 


The shadows are long and dark 
here at our Milledgeville State 
Hospital, but certainly not so 
dark that a ray of sunshine 
cannot enter this picture if the 
people of our state will demand 
it from the governor, the wel- 
fare director and the members 
of our General Assembly. 

I resent the insinuatiens that 
the Baldwin County representa- 
tives try to make a political foot- 
ball out of our mental . 
I have represented Baldwin Coun- 
ty for 10 years and I defy any- 
one to find one instance where 
I have at any time tried to dic- 
tate any policy to an official of 
this institution. 

I was amused at Alan Kem- 
per’s statement that he would 
like to have leaders of some out- 
standing mental institutions visit 
our Milledgeville State Hospital 
and make tions. My 
colleague and I intréduced a reso- 
lution during this past session re- 
questing that one of the outstand- 
ing leaders in the mental health 
field, George Jackson of Kansas, 
be invited to appear before a 
joint session of the Legislature 
and talk to all parties interested 
in our state mental health pro- 
gram. This resolution was left in 
the rules committee with no ac- 


tion. 

The Baldwin County delegation 
introduced a bill requesting that 
the present appropriation bill be 
amended to allow the patients at 
the Milledgeville State Hospital 
to receive $3 per day for their 
care. This compares unfavorably 
with other states, ranging any- 
where from $4 to $8.50. This bill, 
too, was allowed to remain in the 
committee without action. 

Another bill introduced by the 
Baldwin County delegation stipu- 
lated that patients able to pay 
do so up to the amount of $90 
per month. This bill, if passed 
as drawn up by committee sub- 
stitute, would have in a year's 
time added an additional two mil- 
lion dollars to the State Hospital 
budget. However, this bill was 
amended, but .even though not 
carrying out the delegation’s orig- 


inal wishes, it will help to bring 
in some additional revenue. 


On the next to the last day of 
the session I invited the mem- 
bers of the House toycome to 
Milledgeville as the guest of my 
colleague and myself, at our ex- 
pense, since the governor had 
protested the use of interim com- 
mittees, and. personally! see the 
Milledgeville State Hospital. 


For these and other efforts I 
am to be shackled with the trite 
expressions that local politics is 
trying to run the Milledgeville 
State Hospital.

We miss the meaning of Christ's 
physical sacrifice when we fail 
to look beyond our crosses of gold 
and perceive Christ’s Cross of 
rough-hewn timber. A minister, 
wishing to impress upon the minds 
of worshippers at a Good Friday 
vigil service the meaning of the 
Cross, placed in the hands of 
each communicant an eight-inch 
nail. He hoped that the handling 
of the cold and pointed spike 
would remind them that their 
Master’s hands were pierced. We 
need that reminder. 

A challenging word for each of 
us comes from the pen of the 
gifted English writer, Dorothy L. 
Sayers. ‘‘Not Herod, not Caiaphas, 
not Pilate, nor Judas ever con- 
trived to fasten upon Jesus Christ

To make of 
His story something that could 
neither startle, nor shock, nor 
terrify, nor excite, nor inspire a 
living soul is to crucify the Son 
of God afresh, and put Him to 
open shame.

Then at the ninth hour the 
sweetest voice the world has 
heard pierced the gloom with the 
words of Psalm 22:1: ‘My God, 
My God, why has Thou forsaken 
Me?” These were words of de- 
spair from the lips of One who 
had made His brief pilgrimage 
ever assured and confident that 
He walked with God. At this last 
tragic hour when men had 
thwarted His gospel and crushed 
His spirit, Christ turns again to 
God.

A very cautious declarer did 
not touch the trump suit until 
trick 11 today. By that time he 
had learned enough to plan his 
attack. 


Against the four heart contract, 
West led the 10 of diamonds. East 
won with the ace and returned 
the suit. Declarer cashed the ace 
of clubs and ruffed a club in 
dummy. On a spade West took 
his ace, and a diamond came 
back. East showed out, and de 
clarer ruffed. He then ruffed an- 
other club in dummy, and dis- 
carded his remaining club on the 
high spade. At this point, West 
is known to hold the remaining 
diamonds; so declarer was safe 
in exiting from dummy by ruffing 
himself in with that suit.

On 
the surface, it appears that if this 
should lose to a lone jack in the 
East hand, West’s king would be 
set up as a winner. But this 
proves to be an optical illusion, 
for East has no diamonds and 
must return a club or a spade. 
South ruffs with the nine of hearts 
and West is helpless. If he under- 
ruffs, North sheds the diamond. 
If he overruffs with the king, de-

Pagets Disease 


Destroys Bones 


Paget’s disease is an ailment 
of localized areas of bone. It is 
a disease of bone destruction. The 
condition occurs most often in 
bones that are under greatest 
stress.. It affects people over 40 
years of age usually; about 3 per 
cent of all people in that age 
zone have it. It is usually associ- 
ated with other evidence of ar- 
teriosclerosis. 


The skull, the spine and the ex- 
tremities are most often affected, 
but any bone in the body may be 
involved. The person who has this 
disease may have first become 
aware of it by noticing a bony 
deformity somewhere in his body 
or he may have pain which at 
first is thought by him toe be due 
to arthritis. Very often it is first 
noticed in X-rays taken for anoth- 
er purpose. 


Bone repair goes on together 
with the destructive process and 
this repair takes place best with 
activity, so that the patient who 
is on his feet has an advantage 
over the immobilized patient. 
Unfortunately, however, fractures 
requiring immobilization very 
often occur in patients with Pa 
get’s disease; they sometimes oc- 
cur with the slightest motion, like 
turning in bed or slipping on a 
rug or curbstone. 


The treatment for the patient 
who is up and about differs from 
that for the one who has to be 
immobilized. The former should 
have a diet high in calcium (two 
glasses of milk daily). Vitamin 
D is used to increase calcium ab 
sorption. In women past the men- 
opause, hormones are often given. 
Ascorbic acid (Vitamin C) is also 
given in large amounts. Some 
times X-ray treatment is used 
and, at the beginning of the dis- 
ease, the corticosteroids ~ ‘the 
adrenal gland extracts) may be 
temporarily used to lessen bone 
destruction. 


In the patient who is immobil- 
ized, the calcium which should 
be used for repair is found in ex- 
cessive quantities in the urine 
and then in the blood. This may 
be dangerous to the life of the 
patient, so that, as long as the 
immobilization has toe be con- 
tinued, the diet should contain 
little calcium, and large amounts 
of water should be used. In these 
cases milk and vitamins should 
be avoided. 


The person with advanced Pa- 
get’s disease is unhappy often be- 
cause of pain and because he 
takes on an abnormal appear- 
ance, with often a large head and 
a strange walk due to the bowing

Vandiver Asserts 


Gov. Vandiver said Tuesday he 
vetoed a bill which would have 
allowed either house of the Gen- 
eral Assembly to grant subpoena 
powers to committees independ- 
ently of the other house because 


the measure was to broad and 
could be subject to abuse. 


He said subpoena power is “‘too 
broad to confer on every commit- 
tee.” 


Explaining his veteo at his news 
conference Tuesday, Vandiver 
said he thinks the power of sub- 
poena should be conferred by a 
vote of both houses. 


CITES POWERS 


“The legislature already has 
subpoena powers if it follows the 
right course,” he said. 


He added that the bill also at- 
tempted to direct the attorney 
general to serve as counsel for leg- 
islative committees. He reminded 
reporters that the attorney gen- 
eral’s office falls in the executive 
branch of the government and 
that the bill would have violated 
the constitutional provision for 
separation of powers. 


Asked if his veto would put a 
limit on the new Senate Govern- 
ment Operations Committee, he 
replied that if both houses want 
to confer subpoena powers on the 
watchdog group he has no ob- 
jections “‘but the power is too 
broad to confer on every commit- 
tee.”
